A party of six or eight white men, in 


very great power'in the land; and it hints 
that we may,in certain events, lose the 
hold we have and be shorn of all power for 
good. Advice is not,as a rule, received 
with gratitude in this world, and omens 
of evil, be they never so vague and sugar- 
coated, are as odious to the vanity of 
human nature as advice; but we 
will vary the common. experience; 
we will accept the civilities of 
the Commoner as sincere, its admoni- 
tion as thoughtful, and its fears as possible; 
and, taking this view of them, we propose 
to use,them as the text fora little lay sermon 
on newspapers, which will embody one or 
two of the ideas that regulate our every 
day conduct. It is never very wise to be 
confidential or, communicative either con- 
cerning public or private transactions. 
But wé have no mysteries to reveal. Our 
creed is very simple and direct, and we 
are always glad to be able to speak of it 
freely as the only solid and permanent sys- 
tem on which journalism can hope to be 
either prosperous or useful. 

The formula laid down for us by the 
Commoner—the formula by which we 
are to hold on to the power we have and 
obtain greater power still—is rather general 
than specific. It refers with graceful ro- 
tundity of diction to the earlier and hap- 
pier days of the Republic; to the resolutions 
of ’98-99; to the Constitution and to the 
Fathers; and it bids us stand by the com- 
pact and the bond, and demand for Ken- 
tucky—as we are doing évery day, not 
only for Kentucky, but for the whole 
country—that pure and genuine republi- 
canism which came only to warm and to 
bless, and went hence only to leave us a 
miserable race of corruptionists, proscribing 
one another and in turn proscribed; a fra- 
ternity of wranglers; a government of rings 
and hap-hazard; the most unequal body of 
States and the most tax-ridden people 
on earth. The Commoner takes oc- 
casion to explain how the Demo 
crats of Ohio have been destroyed (a 
pieee of news to us, for we have fancied 
the Buckeye Democracy as a very active 
and promising band of partisans), and be- 
seeches us not to destroy the Democracy 
of Kentucky in likemanner. It babbles of 
cliques and expedients‘and time-servers as 
of the brooks and fountains of Demo- 
cratic truth; it pokes Sam Cary in the ribs; 
it raps the Enquirer, of which it seems to 
have despaired; and the gist of its plan for 
our future and for the future of the Demo- 
cratic party is this: State rights, as laid 
down in the Virginia and Kentucky resolu- 
tions, free trade and hard money, all of 
which, as no body will deny,are excellent 
things. But there are things in life which 
are possible, and there are other things 
which are unattainable; and much labor 
is often thrown away by efforts to 
secure the latter, which might have 
accomplished the former. In other 


words, while there are certain ab- 
stract theories which lie at the foundation 
of all party faith, practical men devote 
their best energies to a proper and availa- 
ble use of those expedients that are cast up 
by events, and, in turn, affect events them- 
selves. Technically speaking, no success- 
ful organization ever was what we under- 
stand by the term consistent. In its best 
days, the Democratic party was the most 
inconsistent of parties; and it owed much 
of its success’ to its inconsistency, or rather: 
to put the point more accurately, to its 
shaping its measures to the varying inter- 
ests and moods, the moods springing from 
the interests, of the people on whose votes 
it relied for support. So with the Repub- 
lican party of to-day, which has violated 
all its pledges wantonly, yet maintains its 
power because it undoubtedly represents 
the mistaken prejudices of the North sufti- 
ciently to give play to its — and 
machine-work. 

The ablest statesmeg of the world, déliv- 
ering their opinions only at intervals, and 
after the measures to which they address 
themselves have taken their direction, 
have been unable to preserve their con- 
sistency and be quite sincere. Why so? 
Because no man is given the sense of 
prophecy; because every man experiences 
a change of, apprehension as he passes 
from one era of life to another. He may 
be never so shrewd, by nature, so pene- 
trating and so severe; he may lay down for 
himself a course of daily action as rigid 
and as honest as human contrivance can 
devise; and, in less than a week’s time, he 
finds himself driven from his standard and 
forced to modify its terms and its purposes. 

Public opinion is full of diversified senti- 
ments, contradictory opinions and incon- 
sistency. Itis made up from day today by 
passing events. A certain class of men 
do take naturally to one general view, and 
a certain other class of men to the reverse; 
but modifications are continually going on, 
and no new question can be presented 
which will not vary its features before it 
becomes a fact. If, therefore, the philoso- 
pher, the scholar, the statesman, speaking 
only as his humor or his interest leads him, 
finds its impossible to so dove-tail all his 
expressions into one compact body as that 
the whole shall be a perfect woof without 
a or a flaw, how much 
more impossible. for a newspaper 
which is printed every day, which 
is forced to an utterance whether it will or 
will not, which has little time given it for 
reflection and no time whatever for delay, 
and which is required, by the nature of its 
office, to reflect the age and body of the 
moment, of which, if it be truly repre- 
sentative, it must be the abstract and brief 
chronicle? The power of a statesman 
may perhaps depend upon his consistency, 
though we rather fancy his usefulness and 
availability without any other considera- 
tion are gentrally looked to in his behalf. 
The power of a press, however, de- 
pends upon its refiective character, and 
whenever it ceases to reflect with accuracy 
the will and wishes of the people in whose 
midst it has its being, that moment it sac- 


rifices a part of its strength, and its power 
will go from it as often and as arrogantly 
as it may violate this axiomatic principle. 
Nor should it desire a higher principle; 
for what can be more powerful, more awe- 
inspiring, than the reflection that the ex- 
pressions of this, that or the other news- 
paper are not the peculiar opinions of some 
one individual, entitled to no more weight 
than another of equal capacity, but the 
opinions of a great body of men, set forth 
ably and by authority, and carrying with 
them the weight, not only of the expres- 
sions themselves, but of numbers. 

In fulfilling the mission we have but 
briefly sketched, it being a topic we may 
recur to as often as we please with perfect 
propriety and without fear of boring the 
public, that naturally takes an interest in 
athing which is so initimately connected 
with itself, the press should recognize but 
a single obligation. [t should be true to it- 
self; for therein lieth its real power; and 
by being true to itself, we mean 


that..it. should represent that section 
publ feeling and that segment 
the thought, which, 
heart of hearts, in the very core of its 
yit-Believes to be most just, most hu- 
‘ThaHe}-most likely to lead to fruitful and 
happy results. If it do this, it follows as 
the day the night, that it can be false to no 
principle and no party. Its merit and its 
power will be at once referred to the sound- 
ness of its reasoning and the moral excel- 
mags of its nature, which lead it to detect 
the good from the bad, and to act with 
Eqnest and fair men for honest and fair 
purposes.

A Discovery Claimed. 


High School, has recently made observa- 
tions on the moon’s motions which seem 
likely to produce important and decisive 
effects on the science of astronomy. These 
observations have extended through a 
number of months, with the same result in 
all instances. For example, in the early 
past of last August the position of the line 
of the moon’s apsides was such that the 
satellite, in approaching her full, also ap- 
proached her apogee. On the other hand, 
in the latter part of November, the moon, 
in approaching her full, approached her 

The amount and direction of her 
libration in longitude in the two cases was 
carefully noted, and it was found that-more 
of the moon’s western limb was visible in 
August near the apogee than in November 
near the perigee. 

This result is not only in direct conflict 
with what is generally taught on the sub- 
jeet, ys would seem to be conclusive proof 
that the received theory of the moon’s 
motion cannot possibly be true. The cur- 
‘rent explanation of the moon’s libration in 
longitude is, that the sateHite has both a 
rotary and an orbital motion; that the for- 
mer is uniform, while the latter is variable ; 
and that, while the same lunar hemisphere 
is always toward us, this is tilted a little 
westward at the apogee and a little east- 
ward at the perigee. The consequence 
would be that more of the moon’s western 
limb would always be visible at perigee 
than at apogee. But Prof. Armstrong's 
observations show that such is not the fact; 
and it necessarily follows that if his obser- 
vations are correct, the current theory of 
the moon’s motions must be false. 

Prof. Armstrong also claims to have dis- 
covered, as the result of much observation 
and reasoning, that every revolving body 
tilts its nearer face forward as it recedes 
from the center of force, or as the velocity 
is retarded, and backward as it approaches 
the center of force, or as the velocity is ac- 
celerated. In the case of the satellites, 
this primal and natural libration is, sub- 
ject to a distnrbance, owing to the fact that 
the velocity of the satellite is accelerated 
whenever it is in opposition, or farther 
from the sun than its primary; and it is 
this accidental circumstance alone which 
has given plausibility to the received the- 
ory of the moon’s libration. 


If all that is claimed im behalf of this 
gentleman by his friends is true, it may 
seem strange that the facts connected with 
the planetary motions should have been 


awry. But it is well to remember that our

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Newspaper Consistency. 

The Commoner, a Democratic news- 
paper published at Cincinnati, devotes 
much of its attention to Kentucky affairs. 
It is kind enongh to think, among other 
things, of the C OURTER-JOURNAL, and gives 
us some counsel, looking to our future 
well-being as representative of Demo- 
cratic les of government. It be- 
lieves that, already the leading newspaper 
of the Southwest, we are like to become a 
very great power in the land; and it hints 
that we may,in certain events, lose the 
hold we have and be shorn of all power for 
good. Advice is not, as a rule, received 
with gratitude in this world, and omens 
of evil, be they never so vague and sugar- 
coated, are as odious to the vanity of 
human nature as advice; but we 
will vary the common experience; 
we will accept the civilities of 
the Commoner as sincere, its admoni- 
tion as thoughtful, and its fears as possible; 
and, taking this view of them, we propose 
to use them as the text fora little lay sermon 
on newspapers, which will embody one or 
two of the ideas that regulate our every 
day conduct. It is never very wise to be 
confidential or communicative either con- 
cerning public or private transactions. 
But we have no mysteries to reveal. Our 
creed is very simple and direct, and we 
are always glad to be able to speak of it 
freely as the only solid and permanent sys- 
tem on which journalism can hope to be 
either prosperous or useful. 

The formula laid down for us by the 
Commoner—the formula by which we 
are to hold on to the power we have and 
obtain greater power still—is rather general 
than specific. It refers with graceful ro- 
tundity of diction to the earlier and hap- 
pier days of the Republic; to the resolutions 
of ’98-09; to the Constitution and to the 
Fathers; and it bids us stand by the com- 
pact and the bond, and demand for Ken- 
tucky—as we are doing every day, not 
only for Kentucky, but for the whole 
country—that pure and genuine republi- 
canism which came only to warm and to 
bless, and went hence only to leave us a 
miserable race of corruptionists, proscribing 
one another and in turn proscribed; a fra- 
ternity of wranglers; a government of rings 
and hap-hazard; the most unequal body of 
States and the most tax-ridden people 
on earth. The Commoner takes oc- 
casion to explain how the Demo- 
crats of Ohio have been destroyed (a 
pieee of news to us, for we have fancied 
the Buckeye Democracy as a very active 
and promising band of partisans), and be- 
seeches us not to destroy the Democracy 
of Kentucky in likemanner. It babbles of 
cliques and expedients and e-servers as 
of the brooks and fountains of Demo- 
cratic truth; it pokes Sam Cary in the ribs; 
it raps the Enquirer, of which it seems to 
have despaired; and the gist of its plan for 
our future and for the future of the Demo- 
cratic party is this: State rights, as laid 
down in the Virginia and Kentucky resolu- 
tions, free trade and hard money, all of 
which, as no body will deny, are excellent 
things. But there are things in life which 
are possible, and there are other thinga 
which are unattainable; an@ much labor 
is often thrown away by efforts to 
secure the latter, which might have 
accomplished the former. In other 
words, while there are certain ab- 
stract theories which lie at the foundation 
of all party faith, practical men devote 
their best energies to a proper and availa- 
ble use of those expedients that are cast up 
by events, and, in turn, affect events them- 
selves. Technically speaking, no success. 
ful organization ever was what we under- 
stand by the term consistent. In its best 
days, the Democratic party was the most 
inconsistent of parties; and it owed much 
of its success’ to its inconsistency, or rather, 
to put the point more accurately, to its 
shaping its measures to the varying inter- 
ests and moods, the moods springing from 
the interests, of the people on whose votes 
it relied for support. So with the Repub- 
lican party of to-day, which has violated 
all its pledges wantonly, yet maintains its 
power because it undoubtedly represents 
the mistaken prejudices of the North suffi- 
ciently to give play to its corruption and 
machine-work. 

The ablest statesmeg of the world, déliv- 
ering their opinions only at intervals, and 
after the measures to whivh they address 
themselves have taken their direction, 


have been unable to preserve their con- 
sistency and be quite sincere. Why so? 
Because no man is given the sense of 
prophecy; because every man experiences 
a change of apprehension as he passes 
from one era of life to another. He may 
be never so shrewd, by nature, so pene- 
trating and so severe; he may lay down for 
himself a course of daily action as rigid 
and as honest as human contrivance can 
devise; and, in less than a week’s time, he 
finds himself driven from his standard and 
forced to modify its terms and its purposes. 

Public opinion is full of diversified senti- 
ments, contradictory opinions and incon- 
sistency. Itis made up from day today by 
passing events. A certain class of men 
do take naturally to one general view, and 
a certain other class of men to the reverse; 
but modifications are continually going on, 
and no new question can be presented 
which will not vary its features before it 
becomes a fact. If, therefore, the philoso- 
pher, the scholar, the statesman, speaking 
only as his humor or his interest leads him, 
finds its impossible to so dove-tail all his 
expressions into one compact body as that 
the whole shall be a perfect woof without 
a tangle or a flaw, how much 
more impossible’ for a newspaper 
which is printed every day, which 
is forced to an utterance whether it will or 
will not, which has little time given it for 
reflection and no time whatever for delay, 
and which is required, by the nature of its 
office, to reflect the age and body of the 
moment, of which, if it be truly repre- 
sentative, it must be the abstract and brief 
chronicle? The power of a statesman 
may perhaps depend upon his consistency, 
though we rather fancy his usefulness and 
availability without any other considera- 
tion are gentrally looked to in his behalf. 
The power of a press, however, de- 
pends upon its reflective character, and 
whenever it ceases to reflect with accuracy 
the will and wishes of the people in whose 
midst it has its being, that moment it sac- 
rifices a part of its strength, and its power 
will go from it as often and as arrogantly 
as itmay violate this axiomatic principle. 
Nor should it desire a higher principle; 
for what can be more powerful, more awe- 
inspiring, than the reflection that the ex- 
pressions of this, that or the other news- 
paper are not the peculiar opinions of some 
one individual, entitled to no more weight 
than another of equal capacity, but the 
opinions of a great body of men, set forth 
ably and by authority, and carrying with 
them the weight, not only of the expres- 
sions themselves, but of numbers. 

In fulfilling the mission we have but 
briefly sketched, it being a topic we may 
recur to as often as we please with perfect 
propriety and without fear of boring the 
public, that naturally takes an interest in 
a thing which is so initimately connected 
with itself, the press should recognize but 
a single obligation. It should be true to it- 
self; for therein lieth its real power; and, 
by being true to itself, we mean

A Discovery Claimed. 


High School, has recently made observa- 
tions on the moon’s motions which seem 
likely to produce important and decisive 
effects on the science of astronomy. These 
observations have extended through a 
number of months, with the same result in 
all instances. For example, in the early 
past of last August the position of the line 
of the moon’s apsides was such that the 
satellite, in approaching her full, also ap- 
proached her apogee. On the other hand, 
in the latter part of November, the moon, 
in approaching her full, approached her 
perigee. The amount and direction of her 
libration in longitude in the two cases was 
carefully noted, and it was found that more 
of the moon’s western limb was visible in 
August near the apogee than in November 
near the perigee. 

This result is not only in direct conflict 
with what is generally taught on the sub- 
jeet, byt would seem to be conclusive proof 
that received theory of the moon’s 
motion cannot possibly be true. The cur- 
rent explanation of the moon’s libration in 
longitude is, that the sateHite has both a 
rotary and an orbital motion; that the for- 
mer is uniform, while the latter is variable ; 
and that, while the same lunar hemisphere 
is always toward us, this is tilted a little 
westward at the apogee and a little east- 
ward at the perigee. The consequence 
would be that more of the moon’s western 
limb would always be visible at perigee 
than at apogee. But Prof. Armstrong's 
observations show that such is not the fact; 
and it necessarily follows that if his obser- 
vations are correct, the current theory of 
the moon’s motions must be false. 

Prof. Armstrong also claims to have dis- 
covered, as the result of much observation 
and reasoning, that every revolving body 
tilts its nearer face forward as it recedes 
from the center of force, or as the velocity 
is retarded, and backward as it approaches 
the center of force, or as the velocity is ac- 
celerated. In the case of the satellites, 
this primal and natural libration is, sub- 
ject to a distnrbance, owing to the fact that 
the velocity of the satellite is accelerated 
whenever it ig in opposition, or farther 
from the sun than its primary; and it is 
this accidental circumstance alone which 
has given plausibility to the received the- 
ory of the moon’s libration. 

If all that is claimed in behalf of this 
gentleman by his friends is true, it may 
seem strange that the facts connected with 
the planetary motions should have been 
for sO many ages misapprehended or a 
awry. But it is well to remember that o 
college professors and directors of irae 
tories have been educated to look at every- 
thing through the medium of the received 
theory, and are not likely to see or appre- 
ciate any fact which conflicts with it. Per- 
h2ps the effice of such men is to obstruct 
science, rather than to promote it.

The New Orleans and Mobile Rallroad. 

The plans and maps for this road have been 
exhibited. By a bee line Mobile is distant 
from New Orleans 132 miles—by the proposed 
line of the road 138. miles, measuring from the 
foot of St. Joseph street to Dauphine Way. 
From New Orleans to the Rigolets, an em- 
bankment about six feet high will be thiown 
up by dredging machines for the track, the ex- 
cavation forming upon one side of the track a 
canal useful for drainage, and which will be 
about twenty-five feet wide. The cotnpany 
have a belt of about two hundred feet in width 
along these marshes. At Chef Menteur there 
is to be a bridge of 770 feet, at Lake Catharine 
a tiestie wurk of 2,600 feet. The great bridge 
at the Rigolets will be 3,600 feet long, with a 
draw of 100 feet. The sections of the 
road are numbered from one to thir- 
ty-one, beginning at the New Orleans 
end of the line. January, 1870, is to be the fur- 
thest time allowed for the completion of any 
of the contracts. Meanwhile the company are 
busy in getting all their carriages, rolling stock 
and locomotives. Samples of every descrip- 
tion of car to be used upon the road are.now 
completed, and remain in the workshop of the 
New York Central road, at Albany, New York, 
for transportation. Plans for station buildings, 
machine shops and depots are all complete. 
The want of this railroad has been great and 
growing for many years—the travel between 
the two points requiring a more rapid mode of 
intercourse than the steamers which ply be- 
tween the two points. The bids will be open- 
ed in January, and the early completion of the 
work assured. 

VI. 
Brigham Young. 

The great Tyeoon of the Latter Day Saints 
begins to quake for fear of the Gentiles. He 
has been hauling the faithful over the coals 
about trading with the outside barbarians, and 
declares that the only hope of the Saints is 
non-intercourse.

The Diario de la Marina of the 31 is assur- 
ed by its correspondent at Santiago de Cuba 
that among the slain at Cobre was the brother of 
the insurgent chief D.Carlos Manuel Cespedes, 
and a certain Mexican general, and that the 
injury done to the aqueduct is unimportant, 
as the city has many deposits of rainwater 
wherewith to supply the people. The same 
journal speaks of the destraction of the rail- 
road bridge and other damages done by the 
insur gents; but affects to consider them of 
little importance. It claims that a consider- 
able number of insurgents have laid down their 


arms, among whom are 67 matives of Camaguey | 


and one of the chiefs named Napoleon 
Arango—all satisfied with the circular of the 
Colonia] Minister, and confiding in his prom- 
ises. The insurgent force in Santiago was con- 
sequently very much demoralized. Such 
troops as can be spared—mostly of the citizen 
soldiery, called volunteers—continue to be 
sent to the seat of insurrection. On the af- 
ternoon of Sunday, the 29th ultimo, a battal- 
ion of the “Volunteers of Order,” numbering 
seven hundred men, left by railroad for Bata- 
bano, where they were to embark for the Cen- 
tral department. General Ravent haranged 
them at the station, informing them that the 
campaign they were about to undertake would 
be a brief one, and that General Balmaseda 
would lead them from victory to victory. A 
telegram has since been received, announcing 
the safe arrival of the battalion at Cienfuegos. 

The Marquis Du Quesne has offered to sup- 
port 2,000 men for three months. The Cubans 
are in sympathy with the rebels. Arrests are 
common; among them, that of Don Francisco 
Fresneda, a large stock raiser (ranchero). 
The merchants of Havana areggreatly embar- 
rassed by the impediments to commerce by 
reason of the disturbed state of public af- 
fairs. 


X. 
Two Queer Suicides. 

Two old men have just committed suicide 
in St. Louis under very strange circumstances— 
one because he was tired of life, and the other 
because his children deserted him. The facts 
of the last one, Bernard Attchell’s, are these, 
as detailed by the Times: *‘He had two sons, 
Charles and Leopold, and a daughter, who is 
married to Isaac Lessone, who is engaged in 
the dry goods business with Charles at Quin- 
cy, Illinois. Some two years since the de- 
ceased retired from business, worth about 
$20,000 in money and real estate. He kept 
$8,000, and divided the balance among bis 
children. He was induced some time since 
to go to Quincy and live with 
them. When he  Ileft, Mr. Wamo- 
vang, a neighbor, advised him to place 
has $8,000 in bank. On reaching Quincy and 
becoming settled there, he was induced by his 
children to loan them the $8,000, taking notes 
at 6 per cent. interest, on which he expected 
to live. He afterward delivered to his son 
and son-in-law the notes, and did not after- 
ward live happily with them. About four 
months since he returned to this city, and 
rented a room on Fifth street, wherc he did 
his own cooking and housework. He was 
limited, of course, in his means, and neces- 
sarily had to economise greatly. Some of his 
neighbors, who were acquainted with the 
circumstances of the notes, wrote to the 
children, asking for their father at least a por- 
tion of the interest on the $8,000 to which no 
satisfactory response was received. In one of 
them his son Charles very ungratefully wrote, 
‘‘Father deserves even worse treatment than he 
has received.’ The neighbors frequently of- 
fered to assist the old man, but he persistently 
refused to become an object of charity, and 
said if his children did not send him the money 
they owed him he would take poison and die. 
A few days since he was reduced to twenty 
cents, and, when starvation became probable, 
he took the fatal draught which ended his life. 
A teacup containing the dregs of arscnic and a 
paper containing some of the poison was 
found near by, which told the sad tale. He 
was sixty-nine years of age, and was born in 
Bavaria. The young people all over the country 
seem to be getting fearfully demoralized.

. XI. 
The Franco-American Cable. 

This important enterprise continues to at- 
tract great interest. The cable is being made, 
and is similarto those in use, the only differ- 
ence being that the diameter of the conduct- 
ing copper wire is slightly greater, and the 
outside wires are of homogeneous Bessemer 
steel galvanized, having a breaking strain of 
about 1,000 pounds, while the wires outside 
the existing Atlantic lines have a@ breaking 
strain of only about 800 pounds. The new ca- 
ble will be laid in two lengths—one from Brest 
to St. Pierre, in deep sea, of 2 miles, not 
including slack; and the otherfrom St. Pierre 
to the terminus, of 722 miles in length, not in- 
cluding slack. The latter section will be sim- 
ilar to the Persian Gulf cable, as it will have 
to be laid in comparatively shallow water, and 
ita exterior wires will be protected with 
Bright and Clark’s patent siliceous compound, 
which consists principally of powdered flint 
and pitch. The construction of the shore 
ends will be similar to that of the existing At- 
lantic line, and will gradually become thinner 
until they assume the deep sea dimensions. 

The soundings have been satisfactorily made, 
and the Great Eastern will lay it. Sir James 
Anderson, her commander, says: ‘‘By keeping 
in the 500 fathom line upon the Milne Bank, 
and around the southern edge of the Grand 
Bank, there is no possibility of ice or any other 
egency that can be suggested injuring the ca- 
ble. The northern edge of the Grand Bank 
was avoided, because it is uncertain at what 
depth the icebergs ground. They are said, 
upon good authority, to ground at times in 
ninety fathoms. It is not certain at what depth 
the vessels employed in the scal trade may 
sometimes choose to drop an anchor for the 
purpose of keeping in the track of ice floes. 
These dangers are avoided by the track chosen 
for the proposed cable, and I am justified by 
my own experience in saying that the track 
from the southern edge of the Grand Bank to 
St. Pierre and thence to the place of landing in 
America is entirely free from any danger from 
ice, and does not cross any anchorage resorted 
to by the fleet of tishing vesseis.’’ 

The following interesting particulara are 
given by the British Trade Journal: ‘The 
breaking strain of the new steel cable will be 
seven and a half tons and the strain required 
for submersion need not be more thay four- 
teen hundred weight. Even if at any time it 
be necessary to haul up any portion of it that 


is now laid the strain need not excecd a ton | in the 


anda half in the deepest water. The weight 
of copper forming the conductor of the exist- 
ing Atlantic cables is 300 pounds per knot; in 
the new cable it will be about 400 pounds. 
The Great Eastern has arrived at Sheerness, 
from which place she will proceed with the 
cable probably in the end of next June. After 
leaving the Medway she will go to Brest to 
finish coaling, apd will thence start on the tel- 
egraphic expedition.”’ It is coneeded by sci- 
tific men that the successful laying of this im- 


portant cable will be attended with less diffi- 


culty than the others, while the advantags to 
commerce will be fully as great, and the mo- 
nopoly now enjoyed by the Atlantic cable de- 
etroyed.

TEXANS MURDERED. 


Three Cattle Drovers Bushwhack>4 in 
Mi ssouri—Particulars of the Horri. 
ble Alvnair.

THE DEED. 
{From the Kansas City Times.] 

Mr. Parner, of C lay or Clinton county, Mo., 
purchased a lot of cattle some months azo at 
Dallas, in Texas, from Col. J. McCoy, a 
prominent law ver and citizen of Dallas, and 
some other persons. The cattle were to he 
paid for at Baxter Springs. The parties who 
sold the cattle cach sent an agent up witb the 
beeves to receive the money. McCoy sent his 
nephew, quite & voung man, to receive his por- 
After considerable delay, 
occasioned by having to send to Clay couuty 
for the money, young McCoy, a young man 
named Jones, and three others. of the 
same party started back on their way 
to Texas on the 2lst of October, 
and camped . at Buckhart's prairie. 
in Jasper county, Mo. While sitting around 
their camp-fire, about daylight next morning 
they were fired upon by fivegfmen, all of wh: om 
and who fived in that neighbor- 
hood.

ness. Early last summer, it wilh ve remem- 
bered that General Bacon Monitgomery, under 
the authority or permission of Gov. Fletcher, 
as was claimed, went into the Texas cattle 
business, notwithstanding the restricting law, 
and had his stock stampeded, and came near 
etting himself killed, by a party of citizens in 
he vicinity of where these recent murders 
have been committed, evidently in the attempt 
to carry out the reviously uttered threats. 
The communication to which we refer 
states that one of the young men in the com- 
pany of those murdered (himself dange owed 
f not fatally wounded), is the son of a highly 
respectable citizen of The other yous 
And theya 
appear to have some connection with the 
business of driving Texas cattle into this State 
or , though at the time of the assassi- 
nation they appear to have been eabl 
returning to their homes But whether they 
were or were not at some time or other con- 
nected with this cattle business, and, if so 
whether in the observance or in violation of 
law, not can justify their cold-blooded 
and cow y assassination. The good name 
of our State demands that d inquiry should 
be made into the cause and manner of their 
death, and if, as stated, the perpetrators of the 
dastardly slangh ter are “‘known,”’ or can be 
discovered, they should be brought to speed 
and condign punishment, all the more speedl- 
ly for the reason that robbery seems to have 
had somethi to do with these murders.
